In October, 1702 the largest treasure fleet ever to 
sail from the \wew Worls left Mexico under the protec- 
tion of 30 French mem-of-war.

Star and Crescent Ferry Co. Token, 


While ona token hunta few weeks ago I made a visit 
to the Star andCrescent Ferry Co. office in San Diego. 
I was hoping to obtaina specimen of old Star and Cre- 
Scent Boat Co, tokens, (Calif, 745 C,D,E, &F). I, 
_ didn't have any luck on any of these old transportation 
tokens though, I did obtain some interesting inform- 
ation on Star and Crescent Ferry Co. tokens (Calif, 
749G and745Q), In about April of 1958 when the ferry 
company recieved approval for a fare raise, people 
began hoarding the old tokens to such a point the com- 
pany began to run short of them. The company then 
advertised that a change of size of the tokens would * 
accompany the fareraise and that theold tokens would 
be redeemedat the oldrate, A large percentage of the 
tokens were turnedin and the company prepared them 
by reaming about one half of a millimeter off the dia- 
meter and plating them with bronze, 


After the raise in fare, the old tokens could not be 
used in the modified turnstiles. If this had not been 
done the company would have lost a great deal of money 
inconnection with thefare raise, A close examination _ 
of the two tokens (Calif, 745G & 745Q) will show up the 
Slight difference in diameter. . 


After the reaming process each token had a sharp 
edge toit. This was removed by tumbling hundreds 
of tokens together for a period oftime,. After the plated . 
tokens were in use for less thana year they were dis- 
continued andastraight 10¢ farewas established, (The ~ 
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numbers Calif, 745 C,D,E,G,F, & Qrefer to numbers 
established in the Tokens Collectors Catalog.

Here is the reason, 


In 800 a.D, Pope Leo, who succeeded Hadrain, called 
upon Charles the Great or Charlemagne, King of the 
Franks aid later umperor of the Holy Roman ympire, to 
protect nim from a faction bent on removing him from 
the Pontiffs seat. aA great force of Franks entered 
koman and established Pope Leo firmly in his position, 
AS a reward, the Supreme Pontiff crowned Charles as 
smperor of the Komans, who was hailed by the cry: "To 
Charles the most pious augustus Crowned of God, the 
Great and peace-loving kmperor, be life and victory." 


Because he had veen crowned by the power of God through 
the Pope, Charlemagne claimea a devine rignt to his 
throne ana afterwards on his coins he used the exores-— 
Sion "Dei Gratia" - By the Grace of God, indicating he 
aerived his power from God alone, and was in no way 
under obligation to his people. 


In aiter years tais iaea of the devine right appealed 
to the imagination of kdward [III who introduced the 
phrase into England, 


The words are still retained on the coins of the 
british Rmpire in the letters "pD,G." which title is 

now but a shadowy form since the spirit of the devine 
right of Kings was almost wholly blotted out in 1688 
when James II was succeeded by William & Mary — the 
coins of the new monarchs never the iess retaining the 
words "Dei Gratia." a

"DOWN WITH COIN DOCTORS" 


Coin alteration and the counterfeiting of specie ap-= 
pears to be on the increase, Nearly every recent nu- 
mismatic publication has carried one or more items 
about altered, or counterfeited coins being offered 
for sale, 


The two best defenses against the veryunpleasant ex=- 
perience of buying a phonie coin are, knowledge of the 
coin you intend to buyand knowing something of the in- 
tegrity of the person from whom you buy. 


The unsavory characters who alter coins have chosen for 
their favorite the 1914-p Lincoln cent, ‘The condition 
generally ranges from "good" to "very fine". The skill 
of the "Coin Doctors" also vary from rank amateur ef- 
forts to highly skillful transformations, [t is often 
quite difficult to discern any tool marks on the coins 
that are altered by experts.

The photo will show the most apparent differences be- 
tween & genuine and an altered 1914-p cent. First no- 
hice the irregular spacing which shows a noticeable 
wider space between the 19and the 14 than there is be- 
tween the 1 and the 9 and the 1 and the 4, and also 
note the location of the "Dp" mint Mark inrelation to 
the 9 in the date, This difference can be best seen 
by stretching a thread which touches the right hand

tip of trey" in'Trusti and also touches the further 
most to the right edge of the 9 in 1914, across each 
Corn; In addition the designers initials “ypp" will 
not appear on an altered coin since tnese were removed 
in 1910 and not restored until 1918 (in a new location 
on the coin). 


In addition to the 1914-p cent, other coins, known to 
have been changed are the: 1877 Indian head cent, 1922 
P Lincoln cent, 1937-D Buffalo nickel (three legged) , 
1923 Standing Liberty quarter, 1895-P Morgan silver 
dollar, 1557-p Half Bagle and the 1909-0 Indian head 
Half wagle. 


Ghe vreceding comments have concerned altered coins so 
now a few woras about counterfeited coins. Any society 
that legally issues coins, take a very dim view of the 
practice of counterfeiting, They regard it a heinous 
crime; comparable to murder, rape and treason. Act- 
ually counterfeiting is a form of treason, since it 
tends to undermine the welfare of the country affected 
aud this isn't new, The Roman pmpire had trouble with 
counterfeiters, as did early Colonial America, 


Present day america is currently experiencing a fiurry 
of counterfeit gold dollars and two anda half dollar 
5O0ld pieces. AS reported in the Pebruary "]\umisma—- 
tist", these gold dollars are very deceptive. They are 
type 1 dollers and dated 1850, 1851-0, 1852, 1853 and 
1854, These coins arepresum edly madein Italyand smug- 
Sled into tne UnitedStates for sale to the unwary col- 
lector. They were first noticed in the New York coin 
circles and have since moved westward to the Chicago 
area, The two and half dollar counterfeit coins are 
"cast" rather than stamped by dies and although the 
diameter and weight are accurate they are thicker than 
their genuine counterperts, - 20% to 25% thicker.

beginning of 1858, when he first advertised proof sets * 
for public sale. Before that time "proofs" had been 
referred to as specimen coins or master coins, and 

their distribution mostly limited to visiting digni- 
taries, local politicians, foreign governments, and 

the like, 


It is a fact that "Bermuda" was once known as Sommer 
Islands, 


In 1609 Sir George Sommers was shipwrecked there and 
later was granted a charter including the priviledge of 
coinage by King James J of England. 


This priviledge was exercised and 2, 3, 6 pence and l 
shilling pieces were issued. A hog with the denomina- 
tion above is the central obverse theme. 4 tribute to 
the wild hogs of the island which saved the shipwrecked 
crew from starvation, The reverse has a full rigged 
ship. 7 


Apparently the rulers of Great Britian liked the design 
of the ship on the reverse of this coin, for it is 4 
noted that later coinage issued by Great Britian for 

use in the West Indies had as a reverse design in many 
instances, a ship on the reverse.

I thought it might prove interesting to pass on some 
items that I ran across in two old issues of The WNumis- 
matist that I recently acquired -- the issues for Jan 
vary and for April of 1915. 


Things were pretty reasonable in those days -- yearly 
subscription to The Numismatist was a staggering $1.50, 
and one dealer was brazenly offering 1904 Lewis and 
Clark Commemorative Gold Dollars for $3.50 (they are 
now around $200.00). The newest member admitted to 

the A.W.A, in January 1915 was assigned membership num- 
ber 1794 (the last membership number listed in the May 
1960 issue was 37,156). ‘The A.W.A, had District Sec- 
retaries in those days -~ to cover 14 regional areas, 
They even had one for the British Isles and one in Ja- 
pan for the Far Hast. 


The friends of }\.P, CAREY, now of Los Angeles, and a 
long-time member of the San Diego Numismatic Society, 
would be oleasantly surprised to read the club news 
item for the Chicago iiwnismatic Society's meeting of 
December 4, 1914 submitted by M.P. CAREY, Secretary.

Have you ever wondered what all those symbols and Jat-e- 
in phrases on the dollar bill stand for? 


The unfinished pyramid, for instance. And the Salva- 
dor Dali-lixe eye in the sky. 


The’ design on the present dollar bill was created in 
1955 but the symbols go back to the first days of the 
republic, 


The great seal of the United States, of which both the 
front and back sides appear on the oack of the bill, 
was accepted by Congress Jume 20, 1782. [It is largely 
the work of a Philadelphia artist, William Barton, and 
one Charles Thomson, who was secretary of Congress. 


The front of the seal offers no problems. The eagle, 
the olive branch of peace, the arrows of war and the 13 
stripes on the shield are all obyious. The circular 
field above the eagle's head, containing 13 stars, is

GOLD DOLLARS 


™ congress authorized gold dollars, March 3, 1849. Their 
weight was set at 25.8 grains, and they were to be nine- 
tenths fine, - that is, nine-tenths gold and one-tenth 

" alloy of other wetals added to make them harder and 
longer weearinhg, 


There are three types of the gold dollar. The first 

type or design was a small linerty head, and was used 
from 1849 to 1854. ‘he second type was a female head 
with a feathered nead dress, This design is generally ™ 
called an Indian head. and it was issued from 1854 to 
1856. The coin was maae larger and thinner. 


The third type was minted from 1656 until 18689. The 
head was wade slightly larger. 


Gold dollars were minted at only five mints and they 
were: Philadelphia; Charlotte, North Carolina; Dahlon- 
ega, Georgia; ew Orleans and San Francisco, This is 
. an expensive series to collect but it makes a very in- 
teresting and beautiful exhibit.

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AN INTRODUCTION TO CIVIL WAR TOKENS 
by Russell Rulau, SDNS 583 


On December 20, 1860, the State of South Carolina se- 
ceded from the Union, thus starting a chain of events 
which led to the establishment of the Confederacy and 
the beginning of the American Civil War. wWe shall 
shortly celebrate the Centennial of that struggle's be- 
ginning, the bombardment of Ft. Sumter, S.C,, on April 
12 p2bols 


It would seem appropriate at this time, then, to bring 

from their dusty hiding-places those numismatic re- 

minders of the Civil War Days - the encased postage 

stamps, fractional currency, Confederate banknotes and 

Civil War Tokens. Of all the emergency monetary sub- 

stitutes evolving from this war, the Civil War Tokens

have received the scarcest attention of collectors, and 
yet were the most widely circulated, most diverse in 
design and fabrication, and contain many of the great- 
est rarities. 


By "rarities" here, I speak not of price, but of actual 
rarity, since a great many exist today in only 1, 2 or 

3 copies, and even the most common is not more than 
several hundred thousand copies. Probably none of these 
coins will command the price that the 1960 P small] date 
cents are destined for, but their relative scarcity 
makes them eagerly sought after by specialists in Nu- 
mismania americana and serious collectors generally. 


Various tradesmen had issued tokens redeemable at their 
pleces of business even before the American Revolution, 
and this practice had continued down to the start of 

the Civil war. With the change in size of the U.S, 
cent in 1857, most of the tokens also followed this 
reduction in size. Thig reduction became a boon to 

the private coining establishments in the United States, 
as a Bmall-cent-size copper token could be produced 

for 23/100ths of a cent. 


Firms such as the Scovill Mfg. Co. of Waterbury, Conn. 
(the famous button manufacturers), Childs Mfg. Co. of 
Chicago, kobert Lovett of Philadelphia (who later de- 
signed the Confederate Cent) and Wright & Bale of New 
York City soon turned out tradesman tokens in great 
quantities. 


The american people generally hoarded all metallic aur- 
rency as soon as the war began in earnest. By late 
1862, even with increased mint output, all U.S, coins 
had practically disappeared from circulation, The mer- 
chants of the great cities of the North found their 
cesh drawers empty of small change. 


Encased postage stamps made their appearance, but were 
too costly to produce, and so the token manufacturers 
started producing even greater quantities of tokens. 
In lWwew York many newer firms, such as Koloff, Bridgens 
and Sigel turned out hundreds of thousands of little 
cent-size coppers with patriotic mottoes and devices, 
"Tre Union Forever*®, "Our Little Monitor" and "army 
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and Navy" were seen every day as the housewives examined 
their handful of change. 


Not to be outdone, the minor tradesmen- the butchers, 
saloonkeepers, bakers, cigar stand owners etc, -— soon 
had their wares displayed on tokens. In the Midwest, 
traveling token salesmen from Chicago and Cincinnati 
®beat the bushes" to convince the general store pro- 
prietors in Michigan, Indiana and Wisconsin that they, 
too, needed these tokens for their business, 


By the end of 1863, merchants in almost 400 cities 
were issuing tokens and, in the Greater lew York area, 
&® large variety of Patriotic tokens (without adver- 
tisement) were in circulation. At best guess, some 
25 million Civil War Tokens were then in circulation, 


The situation was becoming intolerable to the Govern- 
ment, however. In 1864 an act of Congress forbade any 
private individuals to issue any form of monetary sub- 
stitutes. The law was generally obeyed, especially 
since the Govermment started producing in that year the 
bronze Indian Cent, which was far more acceptable than 
the thick copper-nickel cent. 


Almost all the tokens were struck in copper in the size 
of the small cent. However, some were struck from 
brass or from larger copper planchets. A Very small 
quantity were produced incopper-nickel, pure nickel, 
white metal, lead, silver, zinc or German silver. Also 
& few were silver or gold-plated, but mainly by col- 
lectors and dealers after the war. 


Some others were struck over copper-nickel cents or 
silver dimes and the original impressions often show 
through, Almost all of the off-metal varieties are 
rare, but the plated varieties should not be considered 
80, 


Many of the tokens contain the Indian princess design 
of the 1860 cent, Many others picture Abraham Lincoln, 
George Washington, Benjamin Franklin and General George 
McClellan, One even pictures a New York beer baron, 
one Gustavus Lindenmueller, 
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Among symboliceal devices we find the Monitor, a cannon, 
Liberty heads of many varieties, eagles, U.S, shields, 
ana patriotic mottoes. There are some 11,000 different 
varieties known, including metal variations of the same 
design and minor die varieties, 


For many years, Eetrich & Guttag's 1924 edition "Civil 
War Tokens and Tradesmen's Cards" was the standard 
authority on this interesting series. Now, George and 
Melvin Fuld's "patriotic Civil War Tokens" is avail- 
able for only $1.00. It will be the best dollar ever 
spent in numismatics to either the novice or advanced 
collector. 


No tokens were struck in or for Sglifornia or any other 
part of the Great West that can properly be termed 
"Civil War Tokens." Most were produced in the North- 
eastern and Midwestern states, with a few coming from 
the border states such as Kentucky and Missouri. 


Many of the tokens were close imitations of the Indian 
cent. On some can be found the Indian Head obverse and 
& reverse which states "NOT ONE CENT® ina wreath. A 
few scarce issues are in general imitation of the Fly- 


ing Eagle Cent. 


These tokens have been generally scorned by dealers and 
collectors alike for many years. A 1948 advertisement 
of a Massachusetts dealer offered 10 varieties for 25¢. 
Some of the nation's leading numismatists have assem- 
bled collections of them, but, until recently, their 
price has remained very low. Even today most sell at 
about a dollar a copy in average fine condition. 


This orief introduction to a vast and complex subject 
can do no more than awaxen an interest in this sorely 
neglected series. If it accomplishes this, it has 
served its purpose well.

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POSTAGE OR FRACTIONAL CURRsiiCY 


The vutbreak of the Civil War created a very serious 

econumic problem. All metallic money disappeured, as 
if by magic, so business transactions involving small 
Change became very difficult and inconvenient due to 

the lack of small change. 


Some merchants issued promissary notes on small pieces 
of paper, Other's used metal tokens, bearing patrio- 
tic, political or business Slogans or advertisements 
on one side or both. Street car tickets, bottle checks 
or any items of apparent value became useful in making 


change. 


Postage stamps were quickly recognized for this pur- 
pose, but the gum backing was an impediment. Thus, 
by arrangment with the U.S, Post Office Department, 
Gen. F.E, Spinner, Treasurer of the U.S, at the time, 
pasted U.S. stamps on slips of paper which the Postal 
Department agreed to redeem when they became worn or 
soiled. 


This convenience was readily recognized by the Con- 
gress of the U.S, and "postal Currency" or the first 
Fractional Currency issue, was authorized by an act of 
Congress on July 17, 1862. fThis series has on each 
note a facsimile of the Postage Stamp then current and 
in the 25¢ and 50¢ denominations the 5¢ and 10¢ stamps 
are pictured overlapping each other, five in a row, 
respectfully. Notes authorized by this act of July 17, 
1862 were issued from August 21, 1862 to May 27, 1863. 


Congress again passed a bill authorizing further issues 
of Fractional Currency on March 3, 1863. Under this 
Act of Congress the Second General issue of notes were 
from Oct. 10, 1863 to Feb. 23, 1867. ‘The Third Gen- 
eral Issue notes were from Dec. 5, 1864 to Aug. 16, 
1869.

S@p Fourth General Issue notes were from July 14, 1869 
to Feb. 16, 1875. The last or Fifth General Issue of 
notes were from Feb. 26, 1874 to Feb. 15, 1876. 


Although these notes have long since disappeared from 
circulation and no longer used as a medium of exchange, 
they are still a part of the U.S, monetary exchange 
and are redeemable at their stated walue,. 


To the numismatist this series of currency becomes an 
attractive area of collecting because of the many va- 
rieties of notes issued, the beauty of the engraving 
and their historical significance.
